A  magnificent  display  of  fireworks  and  a  huge  bonfire  will  be  presented  at  the 

Municipal  Airport,  Hudson’s  Bay  Reserve.  The  order  of  the  display  is  as  follows: 

1.  Two  cannon  shells  to  announce  the  commencement  of  the  display. 

2.  First  round  of  rockets. 

3.  First  round  of  exhibition  shells  of  assorted  colors. 

4.  Display  of  Bengal  Lights  giving  a  rich  crimson  illumination  which  suddenly 
changes  to  a  deep  emerald  green. 

6.  Display  of  Spangle  Bouquets — a  combination  of  massive  fountains  of  spangling 
fire  and  countless  red,  green  and  amber  stars. 

6.  Mammoth  Cyclonic  Wheel — a  whirling  mass  of  color  over  ten  feet  in  diameter. 

7.  Second  round  of  rockets. 

8.  Second  round  of  exhibition  shells  of  assorted  colors. 

9.  Display  of  Yellow  Sunset  Flares.  These  flares  produce  a  most  powerful  illumina¬ 
tion  similar  to  that  created  by  the  setting  sun. 

10.  Display  of  Crystal  Bouquets — a  combination  of  countless  animated  colored  stars 
and  masses  of  brilliant  silver  fire  which  combine  to  form  lovely  floral  bouquets 
over  twenty  feet  in  height. 

11.  Set  piece — “SILVER  GLORY” — a  large  piece  twenty  feet  in  diameter  made  up 
of  streams  of  silver  fire  forming  a  large  sun  with  the  centre  a  whirling  silver 
wheel  with  a  glorious  glow. 

12.  Third  round  of  rockets. 

13.  Third  round  of  exhibition  shells  of  assorted  colors. 

14.  Display  of  Golden  Tempest  Fountains.  These  fountains  are  sold  masses  of 
glistening  golden  spangles  over  eighteen  feet  in  height. 

15.  Set  piece — “THE  JEWELLED  FAN” — a  beautiful  fan-shaped  device  containing 
three  gigantic  plumes.  Each  plume  is  made  up  of  a  massive  geyser  of  golden 
spangles  and  countless  multi-colored  stars. 

16.  Set  piece— “NIAGARA  FALLS  OF  SILVER  DUST”— a  wide  falls  of  the  most 
intensely  brilliant  fire  that  can  be  obtained  by  any  means. 

17.  Fourth  round  of  rockets. 

18.  Fourth  round  of  exhibition  shells  of  assorted  colors. 

19.  Display  of  Magnesium  Flares. 

20.  Display  of  Volcanic  Mines. 

21.  Set  piece — “THE  GOLDEN  PARAGON” — made  up  of  numerous  streams  of 
golden  fire. 

22.  Fifth  round  of  rockets. 

23.  Fifth  round  of  exhibition  shells  of  assorted  colors. 

24.  Display  of  Paradise  Batteries. 

26.  Display  of  Rainbow  Wheels. 

26.  Portrait  of  “HIS  MAJESTY  KING  GEORGE  VI”— outlined  in  colored  fire,  correct 
to  the  most  minute  detail.  Along  the  top  of  the  Portrait  is  a  battery  of  Roman 
Candles,  throwing  out  a  large  display  of  red,  white  and  blue  stars. 

27.  Finale— “A  BARRAGE  OF  ARTILLERY  SHELLS”— filling  the  sky  with  vivid 
flashes  of  brilliant  colors  and  heavy  reports.
